Haverhill City Demo Chief 
Charges NECC Advisory 
Board Republican Club 


“‘The Northern Essex 
Community College advisory 
board is an exclusive club for 
Republicans.”” These are the 
words of Haverhill Democratic 
City Chairman, William J. 
Maguire. 

According to Maguire, 
Governor Francis Sargent has 
not maintained a_ bi-partisan 
balance on the board. Sargent 
has replaced the Democrats 
whose terms have expired with 
Republicans. Chairman Maguire 
stated that Sargent’s 
predecessors Democrat and 
Republican alike had maintained 
the bi-partisan aspect of the 
board. 

Governor Sargent 
demonstrated, Maguire said, ‘‘a 
flagrant disregard for the best 
interest of the area served by 
Northern Essex Community 
College, early this fall when he 
dropped the advisery board 
chairman, Professor James St. 
Germain of Andover, when his 
term expired and named a 
Republican from Lawrence to the 
board. 


“When the college was 

founded, Governor’ Foster 

Furculo named a_ bi-partisan

board membership and 
Governors Peabody and Volpe 
maintained this balance.”’ 

The advisory board acts as 
liaison between the college and 
the communities it serves. 

Professor St. Germain has 
been chairman of the board for 
two to three years, and was 
appointed to the original board 
by Governor Furculo. Governor 
Volpe re-appointed him in 1966. 

St. Germain is head of the 
government department at 
Merrimack College. ‘I would 
expect that his loss will be felt 
grievously,”’ said Maguire. 

Maguire said that he had no 
quarrel with the _ present 
membership of the board. He 
feels that the Haverhill 
members, whom he knows best, 
are faithful members of the 
board. “However they are all 
Republicans and this is entirely 
out of balance in a city that has a 
party enrollment nearly two to 
one Democratic.”’ 

Maguire was a member of the 
board from 1964, appointed by 
former Governor Peabody until 
succeeded by Haverhill School 
Committeewoman Marjorie G. 
Goudreault in 1969, one of 


Sargent’s appointments.

At a recent meeting of the 
student council this newspaper 
was accused of being, in the 
words of one council member, 
unimaginative. 


To this charge we plead guilty 
to one degree, and not guilty on 
another. A newspaper’s function 
is not to be imaginative or 
sensational, but merely to 
dispense the news. I think the 
council should be reminded, as 
they were during the meeting by 
one of their own members that 
there is a publication on campus 
which is supposed to provide an 
outlet for imagination...the 
Parnassus. 


Last year we did not see much 
of Parnassus, and there is a good 
basic reason for this. The editor 
of the magazine spent her time 
trying to get equipment to 
publish it. This, I believe, is a 
failing of years past, not just last 
year. I feel that the editor of the 
magazine should be commended 
for her work last year. In the 
words of her advisor she is a 
good, hard worker. But the 
newspaper is not Parnassus, 
although we have urged students 
to submit stories to the 
newspaper. So far nobody has 
done so. 


It was brought up at the 
meeting that the newspaper has 
four typewriters, and the editor 
was asked to explain how the 
newspaper got them. At the same 
time this was brought up, it was 
explained that Parnassus and 
another school publication, The 
Happening, have only one 
typewriter between them. This is 
unfortunate, but the way it was 
presented appeared that the 
council was trying to accuse the 
paper of hogging all the 
equipment. The newspaper was 
allocated two typewriters when it 
went to press for the first time, 
and the other two were acquired 
from funds received from 
newspaper advertisement, not 
student council funds. It might 
also be noted that neither 
publication has come to the 
newspaper office to ask for the 
use of any equipment. Do they 
prefer to condemn before they 
ask? ¢ 


Also noted was the fact that the 
newspaper has its own office, and 
the other publications are 
jammed into one. We did not ask 
for the office we have, in fact this 
is only a temporary affair. I 
hardly think that the permanent 
office of N.E.C.C.O. will have a 
permanent sign “‘Instructor’”’ on 
the door. 


I would like to see a good 
working relationship between the 
newspaper and the _ student 
council this year, departing from 
the petty quarrels of years past. 
Both the paper and the council 
are for the students at N.E.C.C. 
But this relationship cannot 
happen if the newspaper is to be 
subjected to the control of the 
council. If it were, it would not be 
an independent organ of the 
school, and its name _ should 
change from the Observer to 
Pravda.

Letter to the Editor: 

Concerning the article in the 
November 3, issue of N.E.C.C.O. 
written by Richard J. 
Christopher, I find some 
unawareness on his part about 
““Mace”’ and the G and N Security 
Agency. A few facts must be set 
straight, first the ‘‘Mace’’ used 
by the G and N security guards is 
not quite as harmful as Mr. 
Christopher suggests. 

This specific brand of ‘‘Mace”’ 


is labeled as follows: ‘‘Curb’”’ - 
Jet stream ’60’ - for Self Defense 
and Riot Control. ‘‘Curb’’ 


contains chemicals which cause 
temporary discomfort when it 
comes in contact with the eyes, 
nose and skin. However ‘‘Curb”’ 
does _not cause temporary 
blindness. Granted it does cause 
blurriness of vision, caused by 
extensive tears in the eyes. 
“Curb” does not and cannot 
cause permanent blindness. 
“Curb’’ does not cause burns up 
to second degree, in fact it does 
not cause burns at all. Granted it 
does give one a sensation of being 
burned. When ‘‘Curb’’ comes in 
contact with the lungs, (as in the 
other examples given) it does 
hurt, yet it will not kill anyone 
who has, a respiratory disease. 
These are facts stated to me by a 
certain New York state police 
officer. And these facts are also 
stated from personal experience. 

About two, months ago while I 
was working guard duty in the 
Bradford area of Haverhill, I was 
attacked by three men, who 
proceeded to beat me pretty well.

Most of us are sharply aware of 
violations of our own dignity but 
seem much less aware of how 
damaging we can be to other 
people’s dignity or self respect. It 
is easy to sense the offense in 
being ordered around by a 
policeman, in having to scrounge 
for duplicating paper like pack. 
rats, or in having faculty 
leaders who walk about with a 
very gentle air of superiority. I 
think it is important to become 
equally subtle in seeing the other 
side of the scene: specifically in 
the ways in which the faculty can 
be demeaning to the students. 

The most important fact about 
a student is how he sees himself. 
Any student who looks at the 
before 
him in the world is sure to ask 
himself whether or not he is 
made out of the right stuff. If he 
sees himself as no good, then he 
will never do _ anything 
significant, because he won’t 
even try. Conversely, if he 
believes in his own worth, he will 
be free to do his best. 

It should be said, too, that a self 
concept carries its own 
perpetuation with it. That is, it is 
involved in a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. There is a vicious 
circle in which thinking yourself 
to be no good results in your 
doing no good which results in 
thinking yourself to be no good. 
There is a virtuous circle, too, 
which works the same way: the 
student thinks he has a mind, so 
he uses it, which causes him to 
see that he has one, and so on. 

Many students coming to 
Northern Essex do not think as 


-highly of themselves as they 


could. The negative self attitude 
shows up in their hesitancy to put 
forth their own ideas before other 


_ people, the reluctance to set high 


ideals, the fear of opening a book 


_ which might reopen the wound, 


that certain self-defensiveness. 

My students usually write 
papers during our discussions of 
socialization, in which they 
describe instances from their 
own éxperience of being 
humiliated by their teachers. 
Some of those papers are 
terrifying. There is often a 
noticeable connection between 
the student’s present self image, 
even physical appearance, and 
the humiliating incident which he 
relates. 

The following six rules for 
giving a student a negative view 
of himself summarize hundreds 
of those papers. Unfortunately, 
they do not capture the inner hurt 


- which comes through the original 


papers, between the lines, so to 
speak. 
Rule 1. COME ON LIKE GOD. 
There are many ways of doing 
this, some more obvious than 
others. The priests and nuns in 
the parochial schools are fairly 
explicit about their connections 
with God, even in their clothing. 
Subtler ways, safer from 
ridicule, are: never admitting 
that you don’t know the answer to 
any question, bombarding the 
student with esoteric material 
which doesn’t connect well with 
his own life, and putting on a 


show of knowing your “stuff.” © 


The sponge-like, uncritical 
students who get A’s will be going 
around saying you “know your 
stuff,’’ which makes it harder for 
the sensitive student to maintain 
his grasp of the absurdity of the 
situation. 

The result of all this superiority 
is that we can have a sensitive 
young girl get up her courage to 
come to your office for her test, 
and she will shake like a leaf, 
speechless, doing her best to 
suppress the tears behind her 
eyes until she can be alone, safe 
from humiliation—as you hand 
down her D or F. It sometimes 
takes her a day or two to work up 
the courage just to enter your 
holy presence. Students are far 
more sensitive and delicate in 
this area than is commonly 
imagined. 


Cut That Student 


Rule 2. BE SERIOUS. 

This is related to the first rule. 
I remember teaching in a high 
school for a few months and the 
first rule I was told by my 
department chairman was 
“Never smile in the classroom.” 
There is a recent book out on 
this: Dont Smile Until 
Christmas: Accounts of the First 
Year of Teaching, edited by 
Kevin Ryan. It is easier to realize 
your own unimportance and 
frivolity when you see _ that 
controlled look of importance, 
sternness, reserve of The 
Professor. There is something 
human about genuine, rippling, 
earthy, silvery, liberating 
laughter. We all have 
experienced the sickness of the 
heart produced by a professor’s 
insincere smirk, the mechanical 
grinsneer, as he asserts his 
superiority. 

Rule 3. SHAME HIM. 

This might be rephrased, ‘‘Sit 
him in his own swill.’’ It is most 
effective when done in public and 
the victim is still too young to 
have the critical perspective to 
give himself balance. Young 
children are particularly anxious 
to present themselves favorably 
before their peers, who are often 
quite cruel. Public humiliation 
hits them harder at that age. The 
general idea is exemplified by 
the practice of having a victim 
stand in front of the classroom 
with his chewing gum stuck on 
his nose. 

Some grade school teachers 
have this refined down to the 
level of the jail or concentration 
camp. One girl wrote that on her 
second day of school, when she 
was five years old, she spilled her 
milk bottle on her desk. The 
teacher, a nun with all the power 
of God behind her, shamed the 
little girl so much about it that 
the girl lost control of her 
bladder. A puddle of water 
appeared at her feet. This really 
bothered the nun, who then made 


the girl sit in the puddle, absorb it - 


with her dress, and then stand in 


front of the class by a radiator 


until it dried. I was surprised to 
discover that many students 
have experienced similar 
situations. 


Rule 4. GET THEM WHERE IT 
HURTS MOST. 

Some grade schools put a line 
down the middle of the 
playground, but that kind of thing 
is becoming more easily 
recognized as perverted. It is 
more usual to make like it doesn’t 
exist, that it isn’t proper to 
recognize the dirty business. 
Reading through the student 
papers allows one to think that 
the teachers sometimes get a 
special excitement from 
checking out the students on the 
sly. Parochial schools are 
particularly freaky about this. 
Consider the following report of a 
rather pretty girl: 

“We haa tunis rule that you 
weren’t supposed to hang 
around the front of the 
schools with boys. Well, one 
day I got caught talking with 
my boyfriend in front of the 
school. Some nun was eyeing 
me and spoke to the principal 
of me. I had to report to. her 
office because I was found 
caught. I had a penalty of 
‘writing 50 times ‘I must not 
loiter in front of the school 
with by boyfriends.’ I had to 
have it signed by both my 
parents, and also had to go to 
the rectory and have the 
pastor sign it. I was the first 
one to get caught in this 
situation and was very 
embarrassed, especially 
going to the pastor.” 

There is something 
fundamental about sexuality so 
that it would follow that making a 
student ashamed of his sexuality 
should be a_ particularly 
fundamental way of diminishing 
his self respect.

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Amchika Blast 
Turning Point 
In America 


Last Saturday, Nov. 6th, at 5 
p.m. EST on Amchitka Island the 
United States detonated an 
explosive atomic warhead 250 
times greater than the bomb that 
was used on Hiroshima, Japan. 
On August 6, 1945, Hiroshima, 


’ long a major military base for 


western Japan and a regional 
army headquarters in World War 
2, became the first city target of 
an atomic bomb. The bomb, 
dropped by the United States, 
precipitated the end of the war, 
and fell in the heart of the city 
completely destroying all 
buildings within a 2 - mile radius 
of the center of the blast. 
Approximately 92,000 people 
were listed as dead or missing as 
a result of this bombing. Why to 
this day do we still rationalize 
this act by estimating the 
number of Allied soldiers that 
might have been killed as a result 
of continued fighting, and 
completely disregard this other 
staggering figure of human 
extermination? Why? One reason 
is that it just didn’t affect us very 
much, except for an expenditure 
of a mere few million dollars, the 
only impression that remains 
with most of us being that the 
blast at Hiroshima created a 
tremendous flash of light and a 
massive mushroom cloud. As you 
now read this, the after effects of 
this bomb are still being felt. 
Daily, children are being born 
deformed because of an excess in 
background radiation created by 
that blast. 

The blast at Amchita has been 
determined a “‘complete 
success’’ and everything went as 
expected. The warhead 
detonated at Amchitka cost in the 
vicinity of 200 million dollars and 
the  ‘‘valuable’’ information 
derived from the blast was 
exactly what all prior 
calculations indicated. Then why 


_the necessity of the expenditure 


of these millions of dollars and 


the chance taken with the ~ 


possible destruction and 
contamination of the 
environment? Was the 


information so vital to the 
security of our nation that we had 
to leave to chance alone possible 
damage to our environment too 
vast to comprehend? Why, after 
25 years the A. E. C. (Atomic 
Energy Commission) isn’t 
positive they can produce an 
atomic device that will work? 

Less than 10 minutes after the 
blast reports came in of its 
success, with no _ radiation 
leaking into the atmosphere. If 
this blast, being 250 times greater 
than the Hiroshima blast and did 
not leak radioactivity into the 
atmosphere where then did it go? 
If this explosion was so sure - fire 
why was it observed from a 
distance of 26 miles? The 
radioactivity certainly wasn’t 
non - existent! 

I believe that our government 
which is supposed to be of, by, 
and more importantly, for the 
people, has shown a total 
disregard for the will and the 
safety of the people. All we have 
is our three aspects of our 
environment: land, water, and 
air. If we destroy these three 
vital parts, we will do the 
inevitable which is _ total 
elimination of man as a species.

Or Peter McWilliams who has 
written a slew of sappy books 
(‘Come Love with me & be my 
Life,”’ “I love therefore I Am,” 
not to mention ‘‘The Hard Stuff, 
Love.’’) His books contain such

Two dollars please. 

But their books read like 
Walgreen’ greeting cards 
compared to the works of the 
fathers of them all: Erich Segal 
and Rod McKuen. 


(=A Turning Point 


America, along with other 
nations, is about to reach a 
turning point. The growing spirit 
of rebellion will either ruin us or 
save us. It will doom us to chaos 
or lead us onward toward a more 
humanitarian and workable 
society. Which way we go, all 
depends on the response to the 
universal hypothesis that the 
world is not as it should be. _ 

Our generation has been taught 
to believe in human rights, peace 
and justice as no generation has 
before. We seem to have a kind of 


active concern for our country 
that past generations didn’t 
acquire until they were working, 
married, and voting. We can 
consider ourselves political and 
social adults. 

The eruptions of student 
violence is only the exposed tip of 
an enormous iceberg. The 
rebellion of youth is closely 
related to the Urban Crisis, War 
Against Poverty, Struggle for 
Civil Rights, and opposition to the 
Vietnam War. 

Not only do ‘we see youth 
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Love Story: about a male 
student who plays hockey instead 
of hookey. About a coed who gets 
married and then buried. $5.95 in 
hard-back, 95¢c in paper-back 
please. ? 

And Maestro McKuen: “If they 
could overlook my acne- and the 
inch I lacked- to carry them to 
heaven,- I too could deal in 
charity.”’ $4.50 please. 

‘Rod puts into words all the 
things I feel,’’ said one girl I 
know who doesn’t even have 
acne. She considers McKuen’s 
prose-poetry to be good literature 
because it puts her feelings into 
words. But good literature takes 
words and transforms them into 
feelings. 

McKuen and Segal deal in 
greeting card kitsch, but on a 
different level than the others. 
They manipulate us into wanting 
to believe that love is easy. Their 
works are read quickly, cried and 
sighed over quickly. They lead us 
into a fantasy world, where life is 
alove story, where loneliness is a 
national pastime, exceeded only 
by leukemia and acne. And they 
laugh all the way through the 
bunk and to the bank. 

Love Story has sold more than 
five million copies and was made 
into a successful (financially, 
anyway) movie. McKuen’s books 
and records have earned The 
Bard more than $5 million a year. 
Not bad for a little love. 

And what does it all mean? It 
means that we’re desperate 
enough to find out the meaning of 
love that we’ll go through one- 
night stands with McKuen and 
Segal, who have become Dr. 
Ruebens in romantic drag. 
everything you- always wanted- 
to know... 

So what does it all mean? The 
answer is probably best put in 
one of McKuen’s own poems: “If 
you had listened hard enough- 
you might have heard-- what I 
meant to say: Nothing.” 

But whatever they meant to 
say, they say it over and over and 
over again. 

Maybe love means you never 
have to say. 


rebelling, but policemen, 
firemen, mailmen, teachers, and 
city officials organize and protest 
by striking. 

As I mentioned before, the 
result of all this uprising and 
rebellion depends on _ our 
reactions and we have several 
choices here. First, we can do 
nothing. We can accept the world 
with all of its faults and 
illuminate its qualities. Second, 
we can destroy the establishment 
and start over. A third response 
is to use what we have and to 
make changes from within. 

I wouldn’t insult your 
intelligence by explaining why 
we can’t use the first alternative, 
and in the second, mobs would 
become our government and 
would surely result in chaos. 

But what about the third 
possible response? It is still a 
dismal picture, but possibly more 
effective. All we see around us in 
the establishment is _ big 
businesses, big government, big 
universities; all impersonal, 
hierarchial institutions. It looks 
like an impossible change, but let 
me insert here, it has always 
been difficult to alter the webs of 
society — _ difficult not 
impossible. Today, more than 
ever, it is possible because our 
modern society has never been so 
tolerant of dissent and diversity 
in speech and behavior. 

We know that reform is 
difficult to achieve, but let’s keep 
in mind that reform is never 
blocked by strong power in the 
hands of government officials. 
No one person has the power to 
set things straight in a hurry, 
either. 

Reform has to be brought about 
by the people, and if the people 
can’t agree on reform, then 
nothing is done or something 
happens that is different from the 
intent of reform.

U. S. ECONOMY IS COLD 

When the wage-price freeze 
terminates today, there will be a 
new triangular controversy 
between the House Banking 
Committee, the White House and 
the Pay Board. 

Retroactive payment of wage 
boosts, denied in the current 
freeze, will be required by the 
Banking Committee. The Pay 
Board proposes guidelines on 
wage increases: (1) ban on 
retroactive pay raises; (2) 
continuation of the freeze for two 
months; (3) limit of about five 
per cent on future pay raises. 

President Richard Nixon 
protests, “‘I believe that it 
(banking committee’s decision 
on retroactive pay) would 
seriously jeopardize the ability of 
the pay board and price 
commission to reach the goals we 
all expect of the post freeze 
program.” 

Qualified sources at the White 
House say that the president 
agrees that the decision of 
retroactive pay _ is the 
responsibility of the Pay Board 
and not of Congress. 


NECCO senate foreign relations 

A vote has been taken by the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to revamp the 
Foreign Aid Bill with some major 
changes. 

The Administration has found 
those changes unacceptable. 
They included:

Massachusetts residents seem 
to be sitting back sleeping while 
the state is attempting to tax 
residents who escape the sales 
tax in MasSachusetts stores by 
shopping just over the line in New 
Hampshire. I noticed that the 
news media has spoken a lot on 
this matter, but the people don’t 
seem to care— But if such a law 
is passed there will be objections 
or resistance. 

The main issue here is not so 
much the flow of traffic in New 
Hampshire on week days, but 
more the flow of shoppers on 
Sundays and holidays when the 
Sunday laws are in effect. The 


Ancient Blue Laws of 
Massachusetts prohibit 
Massachusetts stores from 


opening on this particular day, so 
people go over the line to shop. 

My question here is, how can 
Massachusetts tell how much 
Massachusetts money is spent in 
New Hampshire? How can the 
state of Massachusetts tax New 
Hampshire goods? They have to 
tax everyone a certain amount 
which wouldn’t be fair to the poor 
fellow down in Plymouth who has 
never been in New Hampshire. 

The solution here, at least in 
my view, is relatively simple. 
Retract the Blue Law that 
prohibits stores from opening on 
Sunday. People like to shop on 
Sunday and if Mass. stores aren’t 
available, they are led to New 
Hampshire. 

I really don’t believe that 
Mass. will be able to tax N.H. 
goods. I, for one, would refuse to 
pay such a tax. I rest my case.

degrading. Those who get good 
grades go around saying ‘“‘Wad- 
ya-get? Wad-ya-get?’’ while 
those who lost will not say 
anything. They feel lousy, no 
good. Those who _ need 
encouragement the most will get 
the most hurt. This is one factor 


which traditionally has allowed - 


the powerful social classes to 
keep their position over the 
powerless classes. Grading 
insures that the threatening 
people will be eliminated from 
the game while the right kind 
become eligible for 
scholarships—all in the name of 
free competition! 


Rule 6. SET REALISTIC GOALS 
FOR THEM. 

I remember very well my own 
parents being told by a school 
principal that I was not ‘‘college 
material,’’ that, quite 
realistically, I should plan for 
something else and not try to go 
to college. Many students report 
the same experience, only with 
unimaginative guidance 
counsellors. 


If we take a large perspective, 
much of the practical, realistic 
advice we receive turns out to be 
very impractical and unrealistic. 
The question, ‘‘What shall it 
profit a man if he gain the whole 
world and lose his own soul?”’ is a 
much more intensely practical 
question than is usually realized. 
That question about the state of 
one’s soul, or self respect, or 
dignity, must be settled before 
the question of how to make 
money. It is much more than the 
mere fantasy of dreamers who 
never experienced The 
Depression. I do not see how any 
adult can deal with today’s youth 
who doesn’t have any feel for this 
point. 

I believe that many of my 
students got poor grades in 
school very simply because they 
were resistant to violations of 
their dignity, such as the 
memorizing of lists simply 
because a teacher told them to do 
so. A self-respecting person 
needs more than just a 
command: he has to know why. 

The following poem was 
written by a high school student 
shortly before he suicided. He 
summarizes much of what I have 
said.

voting age for state, local, and 
national elections is eighteen, it 
would qualify anyone in Northern 


Essex, living in those 
communities, to vote. 

Then there was the big 
question, did they take

According to a_ recent 
Department of the Interior press 
release, Secretary Morton has 
announced work will begin 
immediately on South Florida 
water studies in an attempt to 
achieve a closed cooling system 
for Florida Power & Light’s 
Turkey Point nuclear powerplant 
nearing completion south of 
Miami. 

The prospect of considerable 
damage to the resources of 
Bay National 
Monument and Card Sound had 
resulted in a Government suit to 
halt further operation of the 
‘plant. 4 

Morton’s’ announcement 
followed a settlement between 
the Department of Justice and 
‘the Florida Power and Light 
Company on September 10, 1971, 
which he termed ‘‘an important 
step in the Administration’s 


efforts to protect the 
environment from thermal 
pollution.’’ 


Morton said that the operation 


_ ~of two existing oil fired electrical

generating units, and the 
completion of two nuclear fueled 
power units at Turkey Point had 
threatened to greatly increase 
ecological damage to a portion of 
the newly established Biscayne 
National Monument and nearby 
Card Sound through release of 
large amounts of heated water 
from the plant’s cooling system. 

Under terms of the consent 
decree approved by the U. S. 
District Court at Miami, the 
company agreed to reduce the

Morton said, ‘“‘A part of the 
calls for the 
company, the State of Florida 
and the Federal Government to 
seek alternate sources of surface 
and subsurface waters to reduce 
or eliminate withdrawals from or 
discharges to Card Sound. 

Nathaniel P. Reed, Assistant 
Secretary for Fish and Wildlife 
and Parks, joined Secretary 
Morton in noting the agreement. 
“South Florida must have more 
electrical energy,” he said, “‘but 
mot at the expense of the 
resources that make the area so 
important to citizens of the State 
and Nation.”’ : 


Reed noted that the agreement 
requires. ‘continuous monitoring 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency to assure that ecological 
risks are avoided during plant 
construction. “‘We are working 
toward a difficult and delicate 
balance between the 
environmental values of 
Biscayne National Monument 
and the water areas of the entire 
Bay for this and future 
generations,”’ Reed said. 

“‘Among the factors considered 
in accepting this agreement was 
the acute power need of Miami 
and South Florida’s expanding 
population. We know that among 
the calculated risks may be some 
interim ecological damage — but 
none that we feel cannot be 
retrieved in time.” 


Guess Who's 
Coming 
to Dinner 


Now that all the vested 
interests have convinced 
themselves and everybody that’ll 
listen that the mercury crisis was 
nothing but a “‘scare’’; that 
finding mercury in mastodon 
bones means everything will be 
all right if we just close our eyes 
and minds; it’s strangely 
refreshing to see a public agency 
doing their duty to warn the 
public that the mercury crisis 
didn’t just go away after all. 

The Canadian Wildlife Service 
has warned hunters in 
northwestern Ontario to avoid 
eating common goldeneye, blue- 
winged teal and mallard from the 
Wabigoon River system west of 
Dryden. 

Ducks that breed on this 
system were sampled by CWS 
last month. High mercury levels 
were found in these birds, well 
above the .0.5 parts per million 
(ppm ) established as a safe level 
for fish and game birds used as 
human food which is actually 
little more than a wild guess. 

Ten common _ goldeneye 
averaged 7.4 ppm, ranging from 
0.6 to 15; 17 blue-winged teal 
averaged 5.9 ppm, ranging from 
3.2 to 91; and 16 mallard 
averaged 4.8 ppm, ranging fro 
1.7 to 9.4. 

There high levels in ducks 
taken from the Wabigoon River 
system downstream from 
Dryden differed sharply from the 
low overall average levels for 
that section of northwestern 
Ontario as shown in a general 
CWS survey of mercury levels in 
waterfowl.

Secretary of the Interior 
Rogers C. B. Morton today 
announced distribution of $255 
million appropriation by 
Congress for fiscal year 1972 
grants to States and their cities 
and counties under the Land and 
Water Conservation Fund 
program. F 

When matched with an equal 
amount of State and local money, 
this means an investment of over 


$1.5 billion for preservation of 


needed outdoor recreation areas 
and for development of facilities 
to serve public needs. 

Some 7,000 grant projects have 
been approved and funded since 
the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation began administering 
the Fund program in 1965. These 
have helped preserve over seven 
hundred thousand acres of 
recreation lands and have 
developed over $400 million 
worth of recreation facilities for 
public use and enjoyment. The 
Land and Water Conservation 
Fund has also provided over $500 
million to acquire authorized 
park, forest wildlife and scenic 
river and trail areas 
administered by the Federal

Government. 

In accordance with the current 
emphasis in providing more park 
and recreation facilities closer to 
where people live and work, 
Interior's Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation, in preparing the 
annual apportionment, gave 
added emphasis to assisting 
those States with large urban 
population centers. The formula 
followed in allocating this year’s 
appropriations provided $102 
million divided equally among 
the 50 States; $76.5 million to the 
States and 5 territories and other 
jurisdictions on the basis of total 
population; and $63.7 million to 
the 55 units of government on the 
basis of population residing 
within all Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Areas. 

The Bureau also continued the 
practice of reserving a small 


percentage of total 
appropriations to assist the 
States in emergency or 


unforeseen contingencies beyond 
those financed through their 
regular apportionments. 

Land and Water Conservation 
Fund grants to the States and 
their political subdivisions 
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provide half the cost of acquiring 
or developing projects to provide 
additional public outdoor 
recreation facilities. The 50 
States, Guam, Puerto Rico, the 
District of Columbia, American 
Samoa and the Virgin Islands 
participate in the program. 
Grants are also provided to pay 
half the cost of maintaining 
Statewide Comprehensive 
Outdoor Recreation Plans, which 
are required by the Fund Act in 
order for a State to be eligible for 
acquisition and development 
grants. State recreation plans 
are also used in conjunction with 
State participation in other 
Federal programs. 
Applications for matching 
assistance under the Fund are 
channeled through officials or 
agencies designated by each 
Governor or by State law. 
Priorities are set at the State 
level and projects are -then 
forwarded to one of the Bureau’s 
six regional offices for final 
action. This phase of the grant 
program was recently 
decentralized when BOR 
Regional Directors were given 
authority to make final review 
decisions on all projects except 
those for Contingency Reserve 
and statewide planning projects. 
The following is a State-by- 
State listing of fiscal year 1972 
apportionments with fiscal year 
1971 figures added for 
comparison. A third column 
shows the amount of prior year 
apportionments still available to 
the States as of June 30, 1971. Of 
that total, Massachusetts will 


receive $6,338,025 and New 
Hampshire $2,404,650.

CWS carried out this general 
survey of 1400 waterfowl shot in 
the hunting season last year in 20 
areas across eastern Canada. 
Average levels in areas where 
mercury contamination of the 
environment was suspected 
were all lower than 0.5 ppm. 


However, this survey averaged 
together locally raised birds and 
migrants. Because local birds 
living on a contaminated 
waterway would be expected to 
have mercury levels well above 
the general averages, CWS 
concentrated on local ducks in its 
Wabigoon survey last month. 
The sharp difference between 
averages for the recent samples 
and the low overall average

levels for that section of 
northwestern Ontario suggests 
that the problem may be 
localized to the Wabigoon River 
system. This is supposed by data 
on mercury levels in fish, since 
these levels are very much 
higher on the same part of the 
Wabigoon system than on 
adjacent lakes. 

During the 1971 hunting season, 
CWS, in cooperation with the 
Wildlife Branch, Ontario 
Department of Lands and Forest, 
will do further waterfowl 
sampling in northwestern 
Ontario to defeine more precisely 
the area of high mercury levels 
and the species involved. 

It will be interesting to see 
what the CWS’s US. 
counterparts. have to say about 
mercury and things this fall.

“Some (refugees) are dying as 
they wait (for transport to 
refugee camps) of pneumonia, 
malnutrition, dysentery, 
cholera.”’ - New York Times. 

What happened in Bangla 
Desh? 

November 12, 1970: Huge 
cyclone devastates country. 
Millions dead and homeless. 

December 8, 1970: General 
election. Awami League Party 
wins landslide majority for East 
Pakistan autonomy program. 


March 1, 1971: President 
Yahya Khan decrees 
postponement of National 


Assembly meeting scheduled for 
March 3, 1971. 


March 25, 1971: Many 
thousands die in bloodbath after 
Yahya Khan ordered 


intervention in the break-up 
talks. 

April, May, June, 1971: Civil 
war causes millions to flee across 
the Indian border. Cholera 
breaks out. Relief resources 
inadequate. Result—starvation 
epidemic. 

November, 1971: Huge 
cyclone—more refugees dead, 
homeless, and starving. 

Bangla Desh is a terrible 
tragedy. 

Northern Essex students, 
faculty, and staff can do their 
part—contribute dollars—to save 
the lives of East Pakistani 
refugees. 

Who are the refugees? They 
are thousands of people, mostly 
Hindus, from East Pakistan’s 
cities, markets, and universities, 
who enter India at approximately 
10,000 per day. 

“Tt couldn’t happen here...’’ 

Refugees come from the 
universities: ‘‘At the University 
of Dacca (East Pakistan), the 
residential dormitory, Jagonnath 
Hall, was reserved for Hindu 
students. Tank tracks led to the 
wall of the compound which had 
been blasted down. Outside the 
building there was a fresh mass 
grave. Inside, blood streamed 
from every room which had also 
been looted. 


“In the apartment of the 
faculty staff, children were shot 
to death in their beds. The dead 
bodies of what appeared to be the 
entire family of a _ senior 
professor were found in another 
apartment. Outside were seen 
the bodies of students still 
clutching lathes, or bamboo 
staves in their hands. There were 
bloody footprints on the central 
staircase and splotches of blood 
trickled down the outside wall of 
the building.”” - (Louis Heron, 
Times, London, April 2, 1971). 

Others come from markets and 
cities: ‘A British woman said the 
road from her home to Dacca 
airport was a mass grave. 
Roadside lanes were filled with 
corpses, mostly women and 
children.’’ - (Dispatch from 
Alwyne Taylor published in the 
Daily Mail, London, April 3, 1971; 
captioned ‘‘The ‘Death House’ of 
Dacca’’).

East Pakistan Unicef Refugee 
Relief Fund 
To the Editor 

As the busy months of fall 
descend upon us, the troubles of 
distant Pakistan and India have 
become further removed. Yet the 


situation there remains as- 


critical as ever. This is firstly 
because of the enormity of the 
disaster, and secondly, because 
we seem to have become 
comfortable living with disaster. 
Consequently, our spiritual and 
financial support has waned. Yet 
a population of 10 million are 
living as displaced persons in 
India. Fifteen percent of this 
population are in a ‘‘vulnerable 
group,” less than eight years of 
age and prone to the ravages of 
malnutrition ,and disease. The 
gravest floods in more than 100 
years are critically hampering 
efforts at supplying protein rich 
foods and powdered milk as well 
as the needed medications for the 
treatment of cholera and other 
types of infections. Nutritionists 
and doctors say that malnutrition 
is, infact, present at a far higher 
rate than expected and 
deficiency diseases are rampant. 
Overcrowding, poor sanitary 
conditions. and weakened health 


make curative and preventative 
efforts an uphill battle. 

UNICEF, having directed over 
18 million of its funds to the 
disaster, is actively involved in 
curative medical and nutritional 
efforts as well as preventative 
programs. 

A recent discussion with Dr. 
Nevin S. Scrimshaw, Professor of 
Nutrition at M.I.T. and recently 
returned from a tour with 
Senator Kennedy of refugee 
camps in India, indicates that 
UNICEF funds are playing an 
essential role in a desperate 
struggle. Specifically the funds 
are the main source for “Life 
Line Beta” (a program of 500 
Nutritional Therapy Centers for 
the treatment of children with 
severe Kwashiorkor (protein 
deficiency) and Marasmus 
(calorie deficiency) and “‘Life 
Line Alpha” (a program of 1,000 
milk feeding centers to prevent 
malnutrition in children under 5). 
These programs must be 
extended to children fourteen and 
under and to pregnant mothers. 
Yet despite the urgency of the 
situations, the programs are 
clearly threatened by insufficient 
funds. Very simply the 
competence of a -future 


generation of children is at stake. 
Previously donated funds have 
been gratefully received. Yet 
they are inadequate to meet the 
growing needs of the coming 
months. We ask each person 
concerned with the suffering of 
children to search his conscience 
and send whatever contribution 
he can spare to UNICEF, East 
Pakistan Refugee Relief Fund,

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The F orgotten War in Vietnam

There is a war being waged in 
Vietnam. It is an unconventional 
war. It is fought with 
unconventional weapons against 
an unconventional enemy. It has 
been supported for its individual 
efforts, and ridiculed for its 
purpose. This is not, however, the 
war in Vietnam of which we hear 
so much. It is a quiet struggle, of 
which little is heard. 

The white collar men of the 
Pentagon call this war as the 
“pacification’’ of unfriendly 
villagers or Viet Cong 
sympathizers. They have found 
that the term ‘‘The other war’”’ is 
an extremely effective chiche. 

To the servicemen carrying on 
this war, it is the only war witha 


_ purpose, the ‘‘real war,” says 


one Corpsman assigned to the 1st 
Marine Division. Unlike the war 
of guns, this war needs publicity, 
and it requires intervention in 
order to keep the Vietnamese 
people alive. To these men the 
“other war”’ is the fighting, the 
killing, and the maiming. 

Nearly every man, woman, 
and child in the jungle villages 
suffers from one type of ailment 
or another, ranging from 
infection and diarrhea to wounds 
and venereal disease - carrying 
rats and ticks are rampant. Their 
animals are carriers and so are 
their bodies. 


Throughout Vietnam, 
American medical teams have 
set up MedCaps and DentCaps 
(medical and dental civic action 
programs) at check - points, and 
within individual villages located 
too far from military 
installations. These programs, 
designed to battle disease and 
curb epidemics, strike at the core 
of the problem. The Corpsmen 
teach the Vietnamese people 
about good hygiene, about 
cleaning their bodies, brushing 
their teeth, and the treating of 
infection. 

Hospitals have been built on 
military bases and other secure 
areas such as in DaNang and 
other large cities. Some are run 
by American doctors and 
assisted by Vietnamese trainees, 
while others. are _ staffed 
completely by Vietnamese 
doctors and nurses. One hospital 
recently. built as a center for 
children is located at the ist 
Marine Division’s Headquarters 
in DaNang, and frequent visits 
are made by Marines stationed 
there. Another hospital is a 
German ship anchored in 
DaNang Harbor, where it caters 
to innocent civilians wounded by 
the war around them. 

A small number of Philippino 
nuns trained in nursing run an 
orphanage in DaNang. It

operates on contributions from 
the armed services and private 
concerns in the United States. 
The home houses upwards to 
forty children ranging in age 
from infancy to about fifteen, all 
of whom were left orphaned by 
the war. 

The younger children play 
outside while the others are in 
school. The boys are taught 
crafts and the girls learn to sew. 

There is another front in this 
war, the technical side. 
objective is to train the average 
Vietnamese peasant a skilled job, 
so he can use his hands beyond 
the demands of farming his land. 
There is much to be done, and 
there is much to teach. 

While eyes have been on the 
fighting, Vietnam has been 
growing. Workers are becoming 
more skilled. These projects are 
not a result of gifts from one 
government to another, nor from 
an affluent society to a primitive 
one. The experience has been one 
of sharing between individuals ... 
a glancing look of 
encouragement from a man who 
knows how, to a man who yearns 
to learn how. 

About ten miles south of 
DaNang there is a dam, built 
through the joint effort of men 
from two nations, two tongues ... 
two worlds, American 
participation in this war began 
with caring. The withdrawal of 
U.S. troops will eventually mark 
the end of this other war. It must 
end as it began, with caring. The 
Americans have found that a 
genuine show of acceptance wins 
trust and gratitude. This other 
war, they have found, is worth 
fighting.
